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: Debased Coinage, Invitation To Counterfeiting? 


Intrinsic Value Coinage Important To Public 


ey can profitably counterfeit 
U.S. silver coinage! Till now 
this maxim has defied any chal- 
lenge. Not so, if coinage is debased, 
says the Silver Producers Com- 
mittee of the American Mining 


Congress. A debased coinage would - 


be an open invitation to counter- 
feiting. The intrinsic cost and 
value of silver coins make it un- 
profitable to counterfeit silver U. 
S. currency. If used, copper nickel 
alloys would have but a fraction of 
the silver value in U.S. coins, and 
would make it exceedingly profit- 
able to counterfeit-quarters and

counterfeiting risk too great for 
the necessary investment in equip- 


Ment and raw material. This is 


small solace to the Secret Service, 
which now has its hands full keep- 
ing ahead of increasingly skilled 
paper money counterfeiters inti- 
mate with amazing new develop- 


_ ments in photo-engraving. There 


have been similar developments in 
metal working. 

“Many a transit system has dis- 
covered this to its horror when 
the community was flooded with 
tokens almost indistinguishable 
from the real thing.” 


Foreign Attitudes 

“Significantly, according to the 
Silver producers, there is a world 
trend toward resumption of silver 
coinage by countries that once 
abandoned it. These include Italy, 
Germany, Austria and France. It 
may be prophetic that those were 
precisely the countries in Western 
Europe that had gone through the 
most drastic experiences in the de- 
valuation of currency. Their “‘gov- 
ernments recognized that coinage 
of intrinsic value creates public 
confidence,’ even if the intrinsic 
value is only a fraction of the face 
value. But the United Kingdom is 
not going back to silver coins.” 


Public Sentiment 

“Silver mine producers and re- 
finers contend that the roots of 
a currency that has real, rather 
than token, value are deep in our 
national subconscious” according 
to American Metal Market. Our 
colleagues seriously attempted to 
substantiate this theory by select- 
ed examples of United States his- 
tory from the Revolution to the 
Civil War and nearly succeeded 
in sounding convincing. 


‘though 


stressed that even among the bet- 
ter informed citizens on matters of 
coinage and intrinsic value — 
coin collectors—the sentiment is 
not generally strong in favor of re- 
taining full silver content. Latest 
estimates place the number of 
coin collectors in the United 
States at 12,000,000. 


Feelings about intrinsic value 
of coins change’considerably with 
geographical location, however; 
but the reasons, again, can be at- 
tributed to historical atavism. 
Stated American Metal Market in 
this respect: “The feeling for 


tal money of intrinsic value moved 
ntly ive westward as the frontiers opened 
eft of silver makes the 


up. Without question it was soli- 
dified during the Administration 
of Andrew Jackson when banks 
and commercial establishments, 
during a financial crisis, flooded 
the country with an amount of 
paper small change far exceeding 
the amount of currency in cir- 
culation. These were formally 
known as ‘Jackson tokens,’ al- 
more popularly called 
‘shinplasters’ — an Americanism 
still widely applied to money of 
little value. 


“The distrust of ‘shinplasters’ 
became firmly imbedded in the 
Far West following the great gold 
and silver discoveries that began 
at Sutter’s Creek in 1848. In the 
absence of coins, gold and silver as 
dust or nuggets were the prefer- 
red medium of exchange, observes 


the Silver Committee. The West- 
ern states and territories leaped 
into the breach with issues of 
their own. In 1854 the U.S. Mint 
decided to regularize the situation 
by opening a branch in San Fran- 
cisco to handle the huge output of 
the new mines. There are those 
who contend that its coinage won 
the Civil War by providing mon- 
ey with which to pay Union troops 
(although even the staunchest ad- 
vocates of that theory find it hard 
to disagree that Gen. Grant help- 
ed.) 

“That the tradition of ‘real 
money’ is still strong in the Far 


West was driven home during 


Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee hearings in April, 
1964, on the question of minting 
additional silver dollars — now 
scarce because of collecting and 
hording.” 

Vending Machine Operators 

Recently Mr. Thomas B. Hun- 
gerford, executive director of the 
National Automatic Merchandis- 
ing Association set forth the view- 
point of the vending machine ope- 
racors when he stated: “Because 
our machines are selling mer- 
chandise of a given value, we must 
be sure that they accept only legi- 
timate U.S. coins. 

“To do this every vending ma- 
chine, with the exception of pen- 
ny machines and those that dis- 
pense bulk merchandise, is equip- 
ped with a device known as a slug 
rejector. This small but compli- 
cated unit puts each nickel, dime, 
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and quarter through a number of 
tests. It accepts U.S. coins and re- 


jects slugs and foreign coins... 
“While I will have to leave a de- 
scription of the technical aspects 
of slug rejectors to other’ wit- 
nesses, I can state that the reduc- 
tion of the silver content in silver 
coins as proposed in Senator Met- 
calf’s bill — that is, a change from 
900 silver and 100 copper to 800 
silver and 200 copper — will not 
affect the operation of the 3,280,- 
000 slug rejectors now in use in 
vending machines throughout the 
country. 


“But if silver should be elimi- 
nated entirely from our coinage, 
and ailoys with different charac- 


teristics than those of present 


coins are substituted, stich a 
change could wreak havoc not 
only in the automatic vending in- 
dustry, but in all industries using 
coin detection devices. 

“Present machines would _re- 
ject such new coins in the same 
way as slugs. Only the old coin- 
age would be accepted. This 
would virtually put vending ma- 
chines and other coin-operated 
devices out of business because of 
the uncertainty and confusion on 
the part of the purchasing public. 

Irritable Consumers 

“This would confuse and _ir- 
ritate millions of consumers who 
simply wouldn’t understand why 
their good money suddenly is re- 
jected by the machine and will not 
deliver merchandise as it did be- 
fore.” 

The viewpoint of the coin mech- 
anism manufacturers was very 
ably presented by Mr. Fred E. 
Wallin, vice president of National 
Rejectors, Inc.: “Our recommend- 
ations at this time are that if a 
change in the alloy of U. S. sil- 
ver coins becomes necessary, a 
substitute alloy of 500 parts sil- 
ver and 500 parts copper should 
be used. We know now that coins 
made from such an alldy will be 
accepted satisfactorily by the coin- 
testing devices in the coin-operat- 
ed machines in the U.S.” 

Four interests, four different 
viewpoints, but all point in one di- 
rection: there is no easy solution 
in sight for the silver problem. 
Reconciliation of all interests in- 
volved will prove to be an impos- 
sible task; for whatever decision 
is made, it should serve the broad- 
est spectrum of interests but 
above all consider only the public 
interest.

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Y Wood’s Rosa Americana And Hibernia Coinage 
A Tale Of Three Countries...

OOD’S coinage occupies a place 
of honor in the gallery of Nu- 
mismatica Americana. While the 
Rosa Americana issues were 1s- 
sued specifically for the Colonies, 
it was a most bizarre set of cir- 
cumstances which led the Hiber- 
nia issue from Bristol to America 
via Dublin. To none other than 
Jonathan Swift, the controversial 
Dean of St. Patrick’s, are Amer- 
ican coin collectors indebted for 
the presence of Wood’s Hibernia 
coinage in the United States. 
The situation preludes in _ Ire- 
land during the latter part of 
Queen Anne’s reign. A serious mi- 
nor coinage shortage had develop- 
ed in Ireland since 1700. Under 
William III’s reign all copper coin- 
age for Ireland ceased in 1696. No 
copper farthings or haif pence 
were minted during Queen Anne’s 
reign, excepted a few patterns for 
England, subject of much con- 


_ troversy. 


Under George I, coronated in 
1714, the Irish coin shortage ‘was 
taking on disastrous proportions. 
The laboring classes were  obli- 
ged to accept wages in form of 
tokens and ‘store cards. The no- 
torious abuses of the system were 
cause of considerable popular un- 
rest in Ireland. In retrospect, how- 
ver, it appears that many of the 
abuses were tacitly approved by 





the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 


Carteret. 

-Unscrupulous merchants. and 
employers, or both in collusion, 
would issue counterfeits to their 
employees, this enabled the mer- 
chants to refuse the forged tokens 
and cards when presented in pay- 
ment. The system, even when 
practiced legitimately, was still a 
form of petty tyranny and. ex- 
ploitation because it forced the 
wage earner to spend his money 
in establishments designated by 
his employers. 

The wretched scheme against 
which the Irish people — revolted 
more than two centuries ago was 
still actively practiced in the Uni- 
ted States till the late twenties. 
The history of American mining 
abounds with accounts of such 
abuses, practiced by owners” or 
corporations. Workers who - re- 
volted against the ignominous 
practices were labeled Anarchists, 
black listed, if not eliminated by 
a conventient shotgun blast. 

By 1722 the situation had _be- 
come untenable in Ireland as the 
coin shortage risked to wreck the 
entire economy. 

A royal patent was granted to 
William Wood in 1722 to enable 
him to coin farthings and _half- 
pence for Ireland to the value 
£ 108,000. Wood, often referred to 
as a respected hardware manufac- 
turer, was primarily a proprietor 
and renter of iron and . copper 
mines; copper coinage would give 
him additional outlets for the 
metal. 

To obtain the Royal patent, 
Wood had to bribe the Duchess of 
Kendal, the King’s mistress. Well 
aware of this situation, Minister 
Walpole, recalled after the South 
Sea Bubble panic, took every pre- 
caution to avoid that the Irish 
coinage would become an oppor- 


tunity for fraud or excessive gain. 
The terms of the contract were 
approved by Isaac Newton, then 
Master of the London Mint; before 
entering in circulation, the new 
coins were tested for weight and 
fineness by the officers of the 
Mint, and thus in 1722 the copper 
coinage began in Bristol. 


Everything appeared most pro- 
pitious except for the fact that the 
Irish copper coinage was lighter 
in weight than its English count- 
erpart. This weight discrepancy 
was due to the premium which 
English currency commanded ov- 
er Irish currency. 

The lrish parliament passed a 
resolution however, stating that 
the terms of the patent would 
cause a 150 percent loss to the na- 
tion. 

The Irish parliament’s reason- 
ing, while mathematically exact, 
was proven to be economically un- 
founded. The Irish assumption 
was based on the fact that rough 
Irish copper was. worth twelve- 
pence a pound, whereas a pound of 
fine copper could be monetized at 
thirty pence face value, coined 
either in farthings or halfpence. 
The London Mint, however, paid 
eighteen pence per pound of ’pre- 
pared copper, the coinage charge 
was fourpence per pound, while 
Irish charges and import duties 
amounted to another 20 percent, 
thus raising total cost to 2614 
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pence. Wood’s profit in fact was a 
mere -pitance since in addition to 
the enumerated items he paid the 
Royal Mint £ 200 for supervision 
and £ 800 for the King’s seignor- 
age annually, had the contract run 
its course. The bribe to the Duch- 


ess of Kendal is believed to have 
been £ 10,000. 

A Committee of the English 
Privy Council investigated the 
Irish Parliament’s allegations and 
in its findings exonorated Wood. 
The size of the Irish copper issue 
was reduced to £ 40,000, however. 
Legal tender provisions wer elimit- 
ed to a total sum of fivepence 
halfpenny in a single payment. 

At this stage, the matter could 
have been considered settled in 
the best interest of all parties con- 
cerned, had it not been for Jon- 
athan Swift’s intervention. 


In 1724, a letter was published 


by one M. B. Drapier, a pseudonym 
for Swift, addressed to the people 
of Ireland “concerning the brass 
halfpence coined by one William 
Wood, hardwareman.” The letter 
submitted that Wood’s Irish coin- 
age was made of such base metal 
that a shilling face value of it was 
barely worth one penny intrinsi - 
cally. The letter added that the 
initial issue of £108,000 would be 
worth but eight or nine thousand 
pounds real value. 

The furor unleashed in Ireland 
by Swift’s letter was immense. 
Carteret, the Lord Lieutenant, 
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ordered the printer prosecuted 
and offered £300 award for in- 
formation leading to the discov- 
ery of DRAPIER’S author. 

An Irish grand jury acquitted 
the printer and ridiculed the 
Crown by issuing a brief submit- 
ting that Wood’s coinage was in- 
deed fraudulent and contrary to 
the best interests of Ireland and 
his Majesty. Walpole restored Ire- 
land to order and peace by can- 
celling Wood’s patent. The dam- 
age was already done, however, 
and it is asserted that no other 
single event more clearly iniated 
Ireland’s independence of the 
Crown. 

By slander and misrepresenta- 
tion Swift defeated George I’s 
cause in Ireland, and in the proc- 
ess inflicted a major affront to 


the Whigs, his former benefac- 


tors. 

The Wood’s halfpence affair 
was not all a loss, however; a 
good number of Hibernia coins 
were sent to the Colonies of 
North America. A 

The copper tokens issued speci- 
fically for the American Colonies, 
“Rosa Americana” were dated 
1722, 1723, and 1724 for general 
circulation. Patterns of the 1733 
issue are known and were issued 
by the successors to the original 


' Wood’s patent.

How well the Rosa Americana’ 
issue was received in America is’ 
a matter of widely divergent opi-° 
nions amidst historians. At any’ 
rate, even if the issue was dislik- - 
ed as it has often been suggested, ' 


it did not suffer the indignities 
Hibernia was subjected to in Ire- 
land. 

The great influx of Hibernia 
coinage in the Colonies accounts 
for its availability to coin collec- 
tors today. Rosa Americana is- 
sues are understandably scarcer. 
The following issues make up 
Wood’s coinage:

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This Is The American Numismatic Society 
Venerable Institution Incorporated A Century Ago

DER the influx of modern 

numismatic developments, oft- 
en of questionable merits, one 
tends to overlook the outstand- 
ing role played for more than a 
century by the American Numis- 
matic Society. 

It is unquestionable that the 
United States owes its present po- 
sition in world numismatics to 
the untiring efforts made by the 
Society and its contributors. 

To a certain extent the Society 
has remained exclusive, although 
its doors are open to anyone with 
a sincere interest in numismatics. 
The American Numismatic So- 
ciety has, however, grown, per- 
formed and succeeded without 
any receurse to even the slightest 
form of mercantilism and for this 
it is to be commended. 
= While the American Numisma- 


tic Society recognizes an area of _ 


study which could be considered 
the economics of numismatics, it 


has never yielded to the modern > 


tendencies advocating numisma- 
tics performing economic func- 
tions; nor has it ever endorsed 
or considered numismatics ex- 
ploited for speculative or so-call- 
ed investment motives. 

On the occasion of the incor- 
poration centennial PACE wishes 
to congratulate the American 
Numismatic Society for its last- 
ing contributions to the Arts and 
Sciences. 

A brief review of the history, 
organization and activities of the 
Society follows: (text courtesy 
American Numismatic Society). 

AIMS 


The American Numismatic So- 
ciety is devoted to the advance- 
ment of numismatic knowledge, 
especially as it relates to history, 
art, archaeology, and economics. 
Toward this end, it not only en- 
gages in the collection of coins, 
medals, tokens, decorations, and 
paper money, but also maintains 
a library covering all phases of 
the field. In addition to research 
initiated and carried on by its 
staff, the Society encourages and 
assists its members and others 
in their numismatic studies. 

EARLY HISTORY 

Twelve enthusiastic New York- 
ers met on April 16, 1858, to or- 
ganize a society devoted to numis- 
matics which they named “The 
American Numismatic Society.” 
In the constitution they adopted, 
the Society’s object was stated 
as “the collection and preserva- 
tion of coins and medals, with 
an investigation into their his- 
tory, and other subjects connect- 
simple beginning of our Society 
whose museum and publications 


are widely known today, both in 
the United States and abroad. 
In 1864, the Society was incor- 
porated under the laws of the 
State of New York as “The 
Numismatic and Archaelogical So- 
ciety.” At the same time a seal 
was adopted, a three-leaf oak 
twig with acorns and the motto 
“Parva ne pereant” (let not small 
things perish). Throughout the 
years the Society has held true 
to the ideal implicit in this seal. 
Coins, medals, and books were 
collected from the Society’s first 
days. As the collections grew, it 
became necessary to find quarters 
to house them. A succession of 
rented rooms served as meeting- 
places and headquarters during 
the first fifty years. Through the 
generosity of interested officers 
and members, the Society was en- 
abled to erect its own building 
in 1907. In this same year the 
Society’s name was changed to 
the original one, “The American 
Numismatic Society.” Since the 
construction of the _ Society’s 
building, its collections and acti- 


vities have grown progressively. 
MUSEUM 


The Society’s museum is. uni- 
que in being the only museum in 
the world devoted entirely to 


..numismatics. Elsewhere coins and 
medals are housed as a depart- _ 
‘ment of an institution or less 


specialized purpose, such as an 
art or historical museum or na- 
tional library. The Soc 2ty’s build- 
ing of solid concrete was erect- 
ed as its permanent home in 1907. 
A limestone-faced addition made 


in 1929 doubled its size. It is one - 


of a group of buildings facing 
Audubon Terrace, a court that 
opens on Broadway between 155th 
and 156th Streets. The other 
buildings are those of the Amer- 
ican Geographical Society of New 
York, the Museum of the Amer- 
ican Indian (Heye Foundation), 
the Hispanic Society of America, 
and the American Ayademy of 
Arts and Letters. The Society’s 
Museum is the third building on 
the left-hand side when approach- 
ed from Broadway. It may be 
conveniently reached from the 
157th Street station of the Broad- 
way (I.R.T.) Subway; the 155th 
Street and St. Nicholas Avenue 
subway station of the Eighth 


Avenue (Independent) Subway; 
or by Fifth Avenues buses No. 
4 or 5 which pass the front of 
the court. 

The frieze of the original build- 
ing bears the name of the So- 
ciety. On that of the addition 
there are names of famous numis- 
matists of the past: Eckhel 
(Greek and Roman Coins), Head 
(Greek Coins), Heiss (Spanish 
Coins), Lelewel (Mediaeval 
Coins), Frahen (Islamic Coins), 
and Crosby (Early American 
Coins). 

Two stories of the building ap- 
pear above the level of the ter- 
race. On the ground floor there 
are two exhibition halls. Two 
stone tablets on the walls of the 
foyer giving entrance to the ex- 
hibition rooms are inscribed with 


the names of the Society’s Bene- 
factors. In the exhibition halls a 
comprehensive selection of the 
coinages of the world, medals, 
and decorations is displayed. The 
exhibition is open to the public 
from 10 to 5 PM daily excepting 
Sundays and Mondays and holi- 
days. The main floor also pro- 
vides quarters for the ancient 
Greek and Roman and the Far 
Eastern coin departments. 

On the second floor are the 
Oriental, Mediaeval, and Modern 
coin departments; the Library: 
and the offices of the Secretary 
and Editor. The basement and 
subbasement provides space for 
business offices, storage, and the 
photographic department. 

COLLECTIONS 

The Society’s collection is large 
and representative. All fields are 
covered, but particularly impor- 
tant are the coins of ancient 
Greece and Rome, the Far Eastern 
series, and the Muhammedan is- 
sues. The mediaeval, modern and 
American groups are also distin- 
guished. 

By far the greater portion of 
the collection has been received 
through bequests and gifts both 
of collections and of single speci- 
mens. A relatively small propor- 


tion has been acquired by pur- 


chase, | f 

“The collection’s great strength 
in the ancient Greek, Roman and 
Byzantine periods lies in the great 
collection bequeathed by Edward 
T. Newell, the Society’s President 
from 1916 until his death in 1941. 
Mr. Newell’s collection, loug 
know throughout the numismatic 
world for its quality, is especial- 
ly rich in those series to which 
his scholarly publications were 
devoted — the coinages of Alex- 
ander the Great and his succes- 
sors. Altogether his collection 
numbers over 87,000 pieces. The 
collection of ancient coins has 
been enriched also by the F. Mun- 
roe Endicott collection of Greek 
and Roman coins, the Richard 
Hoe Lawrence collection of Ro- 
man coins, the W. Gedney Beatty 
collection of Greek coins, the 
Hrold W. Bell collection of By- 
zantine coins, the Gautier collec- 
tion of Greek coins presented by 
an anonymous donor, and by 
many other gifts of whole groups 
or single coins. 

The coinage of the Far East is 
likewise well represented in the 
Society’s cabinets. The Chinese 
coins alone number over 18,000 
and constitute one of the largest 
collections of its kind in the 
world. The Far Eastern section 
derives its great strength from a 
large private collection, that of 
John Reilly, Jr., one-time Treas- 
urer of the Society, which was 
presented to the Society by his 
daughter. The collections of two 
famous numismatists, Henry A. 
Ramsden and Neil Gordon Munro, 
form important sections of the 
Reilly collection. 

In the field of Islamic numis- 
matics, the collection ranks 
among the leading in the world. 
Its growth from small beginnings 


began in 1917 with the gift by 
Edward T. Newell of both his own 
collection of over 5,000 Muham- 
medan coins and that of Howland 
Wood of 6,000 odd specimens. 
The Durkee, A. F. R. Hoernle, W. 
H. Valentine, Longworth Dames, 
among other collections have pro- 
vided additions especially in the 
series for India. An important 
adjunct to this section is a re- 
markable collection of Arabic: 
glass weights built on a nucleus 
bequeathed the Society by James 
B, Nies and expanded by gifts 
from Edward T. Newell and Louis 
H. Schroeder. With its extensive 
coverage of the entire Near and 
Middle Eastern world, this sec- 
tion of the Society’s cabinet con- 
tains much material for study and 
publication. Among the’ coins of 
the many dynasties in its trays 
there are some whose. inscrip- 
tions add to historical record the 
name of a mint or ruler otherwise 
unknown. 

Coinages of the lands of 
America’s forefatners nave repre- 
sentative selections, strong in 
some sections, weaker in others. 
Thanks to gifts from J.. Sanford 
Saltus and the bequest of Herbert 
E. Ives, there are important piec- 
es in the English series. The 
mediaeval and later periods of 
Italy are well represented through 
the Herbert Scoville collection of 
over 3,600 coins and the collection 
of Florentine florins and Vene- 
tian ducats bequeathed by Herb- 
ert E. Ives. Poland and its his- 
tory are well illustrated by the 
Alexandre Orlowski collection of 
over 2,000 specimens. Generally 
speaking, the collection of Euro- 
pean coins is good without ‘pro- 
viding the means for detailed 
study in all of its facets. Early 
Latin American coinages from 
Mexico and Peru are strong 
through gifts from Wayte Ray- 
mond, as are the cut and countér- 
stamped pieces of the West Indies 
from the Julius Guttag collection. 

Modern coinage struck in the 
nineteenth and twentieth centu- 
ries is well represented through 
the gift of Wayte Raymond of the 
specimens gathered in prepara- 
tion of his Standard Catalogues 
of contemporary coins. 

The coinage of our country, the 
United States of America, na- 
turally forms an important sec- 
tion of the Society’s cabinet. 
Notable sections have come from 
the J. Pierpont Morgan, William 
B. Osgood Field, and Elliott Smith 
collections, The Society possesses 
such treasures as one of the four 
known specimens of the Confed- 
erate Half Dollar, a gift of J. 
Sanford Saltus, and press used 
by Augustus Bechtler in striking 
private gold coins in North Carv- 
lina, given by Julius Guttag. One 
of the richest series is that of 
the United States copper cents 
struck between 1793 to 1857, 
the collection gathered by George 
H. Clapp and given by him to the 
Society. The colonial issues of

Massachusetts are present 
with specimens from the 
Field collection, and the 
state coinages before the 
adoption of the constitu- 
tion are well represented.

HE roll market had another 

bad week with the possible ex- 
ception of Peace dollars. And 
proof sets seemed to show evi- 
dence of an upward trend though 
the 1964 set weakened consider- 
ably. 

Trading in the Peace series 
continues to put in a sporadic ap- 
pearance on the tapes. This week, 
while the 1927-S, 1935-S and 
1927-D were gaining $20 or more 
per roll, the Philadelphia issues 
of 1924, 1928 and 1927 were los- 
ing as much as $75 each. Com- 
pleted transactions are seldom 
noted and price changes occur 
each time an issue is put on tape: 
the price rises if the desire is to 
buy and visa versa. 

Proot sets exhibited their typi- 
cally thin market in the early 


dates with several attempts to 


purchase sets of the late thirties 


boosting prices $10. And the 1951 


and 1952 sets are also in demand 
with the bid rising accordingly. 
However, the late date sets with 
the exception of the 1958 seem 
to have reached a comfortable 
level and show no inclination to 
budge. Efforts were noted to 
drive the price down on the 1964 
set, probably with an eye toward 
initiating a run on this issue 
later in December.

only bright lights were the 1938- 
S, 1936-D, 1937-D and the Phillv 
small date each with gains of 
four dollars or more. 

Jefferson nickels are still mill- 
ing with numerous large price 
changes caused by small selloffs 
and occasional purchases. An- 
other war issue was hit as the 
1942-P II dropped $20. The 1950-D 
seems solid at $840 and the rest 
of the keys show resistance to 
major declines though all have 
lost some ground. 

Roosevelt dimes couldn’t muster 
a single advance to go with 13 
declines which included an eight 
dollar loss by the 1955-D. All 
other losses were in the two dol- 
lar range or smaller. 

The Washington series dupli- 
cated the Lincoln performance 
with a broad segment of issues 


from 1951 to 1959 weakening and 
in many cases losing five per cent 
or more., However, several dates 
were in demand among which 
were the 1943-S, up $11 and the 
1948-S, up three. 

Franklin halves were in decline 
in a four to one ratio but most 
of the price changes were minor. 
There continues to be a large 
amount of bidding on these is- 
sues at lower than market prices 
and ever so often a seller will 
weaken and let go a roll or two. 
The 1955-P, which has resisted 
change to this date finally gave 
up three dollars in the series’ 
heaviest trading. 

The Morgan dollars continuc 
on everybody’s sell list with pric- 
es of many of the semi keys fall- 
ing- off week by week. This week

The Market Opinion 

We had hopes last week that 
the roll market was “rippling” out 
of its decline and that this week 
would see some initial advances 
by the Lincoln cents and possibly 
the dimes. But such has not been 
the case. The Lincoln -series has 
apparently determined to seek a 
lower level and the Jeffersons and 
Roosevelts are following suit. 
Quarters and halves are holding 
more firmly than the minor is- 
sues due to their comparative 
scarcity and silver content. 

In discussion with many of the 
nation’s largest dealers, we have 
found that most of them blame 
the current low market on the 
fact investors are somewhat slow 
to put any more funds in coins 
when their initial investments, 
if in cents, nickels or dimes, have 
not been overly successful. Also 
with the present highs of the 
stock markets, much money is 
going in that direction that 
might well have come into numis- 
matics.

cially designed display 
cases and lighting, modern 
methods of display are 
used to show and interpret 
coins and medals. Not only 
coins and medals them- 
selves are shown, but 
also photographic enlarge- 
ments, maps, and other 
devices are used to tell the 
story each case is intend- 
ei to illustrate. 

In one hall, the displays 
tell the story of the ae- 
velopment of coins, with 
their many changes, from 
their beginning some 2600 
years ago until today. The 
other hall is devoted to 
medals and decorations of 
honor. There the displays 
trace the development of 
medallic art from its ori- 
gins in the Renaissance to 
modern times. 

Special exhibitions have 
been held from time to 
time. An International Ex- 
hibition of Contemporary 
Medals was held in 
1910. followed in 1913 by 
the Joan of Arc Loan Ex- 
hibition of United States 
and Colonial Coins in 1914. 
The Bimillenium of Aug- 
ustus, first emperor of 
Rome was celebrated in 
May, 1938. The Early 
Coins of the Americas ex- 
hibition in the spring of 
1942 was devoted prin- 
cipally to the early issues 
struck in Massachusetts, 
Mexico, and Peru. A spe- 
cial exhibition of the coin- 
ages of the ancient, medi- 
aeval and modern East 
was held in 1948.

well with the long estab- 
lished ones beyond the At- 
lantic. In recent years 
few serious numismatic 
studies have been made in 
the United States w'thout 
consultation of its resourc- 
es. It contains 50,000 items 
— books, periodicals, pam- 
phlets, auction catalogues 
and fixed price lists — cov- 
ering every tacet of nu- 
mismatics. Especially out- 
standing are its collections 
of numismatic periodicals 
and of European and 
American auction catalo- 
gues. There is also un- 
published manuscript ma- 
terial from the hands of 
both American and Euro- 
pean scholars in a variety 
of special interests. In the 
library’s catalogue, period- 
ical articles and pamphlets 
are analyzed by subject 
with the same detail as 
the books. A special card 
file of illustrations of 
Greek and Roman coins 
provides invaluable aid to 
students of ancient numis- 


matics. In this file there - 


are over 75,000 mounted 
illustrations clipped from 
auction catalogues and 
other sources, with nota- 
tions in many cases of 
the coin’s weight, pedigree, 
and price. Other special 
items are a growing col- 
lection of lantern slides 
and microfilm copies of 
books and articles difficult 
to obtain in original form. 
Through exchange for the 
Society’s publications, the 
Library receives the cur- 
rent publications of all im- 
portant foreign numisma- 
tic societies and institu- 
tions. 

The library’s facilities 
are available to the public 
daily from 9 AM to 5 PM, 
excepting Sundays, Mon- 
days. and holidays.

PUBLICATIONS 


Throughout its life the 
Society has been active in 
publishing. It founded the 
American Journal of Nu- 
mismatics which it pub- 
lished between 1866 and 
1870. After moving into its 
building in 1907, the So- 
ciety resumed publication 
of the Journal, which con- 
tinued to its fifty-third 
volume in 1923 when it 
was suspended. The Jour- 
nal was the first Ameri- 
can numismatic periodical 
of note. Its pages, particu- 
larly from 1907 to 1923, 
represent the first consis- 
tent effort in the United 
States to present numis- 
matic articles of high 
scholarly quality. 

In 1874, it was decided 
to issue the Proceedings 
of the Society in separate- 
ly printed form. They had 
formerly been printed in 
the American Journal of 
Numismatics. This prac- 
tice of separate publica- 
tion has continued with 
few exceptions until the 
present day. From 1878 
to 1907 the papers which 
had been read before the 
Society were published in 
each volume of the PRO- 
CEEDINGS. These papers, 
often short, contained in- 
teresting numismatic data 
not published elsewhere. 
Before 1920, various other 
separate publications were 
issued, principally in the 
nature of catalogues of 
special exhibitions, such 
as that of the Internation- 
al Medallic Exhibition held 
in 1910 and the Exhibition 
of United States and Colo- 
nial Coins in 1914. 

The present form of the 
Society’s publication acti- 
vities dates from 1920 
when a fund was provid- 
ed for the Society to 
publish separate mono- 
graphs on subjects of sci- 
entific value and scholar- 
ly interest. Through this 
fund the series NUMIS- 
MATIC NOTES and MON- 
OGRAPHS was establish- 
ed. It is devoted to essays 
and treaties on _ coins, 
medals, paper money, and 
decorations. Nearly 150 
numbers have been pub- 
lished in this series. 

A second series, NU- 
MISMATIC STUDIES, was 
initiated in 1938 to accom- 
modate publications re- 
quiring a larger format.

HISPANIC NUMISMATIC 
SERIES, was introduced 
in 1950 with George C.

was issued in 1866 to com- 
memorate Abraham Lin- 
coln. Another was struck 
in 1883 to commemorate 
the centennial celebration 
of the evacuation of New 
York by the British. Suc- 
ceeding medals honor two 
of the Society’s Presidents, 
the Anthon medal in 1884 
and the Parish medal in 
1890. 


The greatest period of 
activity in the issuance of 
medals occurred during 
the years immediately fol- 
lowing World War I. 
Among those issued were 
the Prince of Wales medal, 
the Joan of Arc medal, 
and the Treaty of Peace 
medal, all in 1919; the 
Marshal Foch medal, 1921; 
the Paul Revere Sesqui- 
centernial medal, 1925; 
and the medal commemo- 
rating the tercentenary of 
the nurchase of Manhattan 
Island, 1926. The latesx 
meus issued by the So- 
ciety were that commemo- 
rating the Society’s Cen- 
tennial in 1958 and that 
signaling Mr. Louis C. 
West’s presidency of the 
Society during the years 
1949-1959. 


AWARDS 


Two awards are made 
by the Society for special 
achievement. The Archer 
M. Huntington Medal, 
named for its President 
from 1906 to 191¢. is 
awarded for outstanding 
scholarly contributions to 
numismatics.
